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Revised Rules for 
Carrying Explosives 


As n further step towards adding 


to tho safety of lallio.ul opciatlons, 
tho Penns>lvan!a railroad la calling to 
tho attention of Its cmplo>es and ship- 
pers tho revised ruleb for the trans- 
portation of Inflammable articles and 
acids. 
Thcso are complementary to 


tho rules of tho Interstate Commcice 
Commission, which will liecomo effec- 
tive October 1st, 1911, for the trans- 
poitatlon of explosives. 
Tho Penn- 


syl\anla Ualhoad Company has had 
these lules pi luted and distributed, 
with Instruction that eveiy employe 
concerned must obtain a copy ot them 
and bo governed accordingly. 


Those regulations for the transpor- 


tation of dangerous articles have boon 
formulated by Col. B. W. Dunn, U. S 
A., Chief Inspector of tho Bureau for 
the Safe Transportation of Evploslvca 
lor tho American 
Railway 
Associa- 


tion 
They are based upon an Act 


ot Congress apnrcncil May 30, 1308, 


and arc designed to emphasize the 
du.il icsponslbillty In' tho Interest of 
public safety, that rests upon tho ship- 
per and the carrier. Tho particular 
purpose Is that the shipper shall know 
tho true characteristics of his ship- 
ments and famlllnrlzo himself with 
the leauliemcnts of the regulations 
In. order that ho may Inform tho car- 
rier by use of prescribed certificates 
and labels. 


The Importance ot the regulations 


may be realized from tho fact that 
thero aro In this country moro than 
150 factories, ihe combined product 
of which In tho course of a year Is 
over 500,000,000 pounds of explosives. 
In 1006 n slngU railroad transported 
o\er 91,000,000 pounds of explosives 
and used for this purpose 19,000 cars. 


Slnco the bureau referred to began 


Its operations, there has been very llt- 
tlo trouble from tho transportation, ot 
explosives In tho United States, and 
It is bolle\ed that when the work of 
the bureau has been fully developed, 
tho danger froia this source will havo 
been reduced to a m'nlmum. 


Tho thoroughness with nhlch this 


campaign for safely ha» been pursued 


may bo Indicated by the fact that spe- 
cial supervision Is given not only to 
the transportation of powder, dyra- 
mite and other heavy explosives, bu^ 
It Is now provided that special care 
shall be pursued In tho handling of. 
any material that gives off Inflamma- 
ble vapor at or below a temperature, 
ot SO degrees Farenhelt; materials 
subject to spontaneous combustion; 
materials other than acids that are 
liable to cause accidents bj- friction, 
concussion, absorption 
of 
moisture, 


contact with organic matter and other- 
wise 
Special rulca also govern tho
